G.S.N.A.  WORKSHOP  A  SUCCESS 


Thirty  people  representing  nineteen  G.S.N.A.  clubs  attended 
the  one  day  club  workshop  on  November  2,  1991 .  Doug  Moore, 
workshop  chairman,  stated  that  comments  from  the  participants 
at  the  conclusion  of  the  workshop  indicated  that  everyone  was 
enriched  by  the  experience  and  ready  to  apply  what  they  had 
learned.  The  workshop  consisted  of  five  forty-five  minute  ses¬ 
sions;  recruiting  and  communication,  coin  photography,  collector- 
dealer  relationship,  GSNA  services,  and  coin  storage.  The  main 
concern  of  many  of  the  participants  was  how  to  recruit  new 
members  while  retaining  present  members.  During  the  last  five 
years  several  GSNA  clubs  have  disbanded  due  to  lack  of  collec¬ 
tor  interest  and  leadership.  It  was  also  noted  that  the  state  of  the 
economy  is  contributing  to  a  general  decline  in  organized 
numismatics. 

Steve  Taylor  chaired  the  recruiting  and  communication  ses¬ 
sion  drawing  upon  his  many  years  of  club  participation  to  answer 
questions  on  how  to  stimulate  members  and  create  interesting  club 
meetings.  GSNA  president,  Judy  Kessler,  and  Kari  Brower, 
recording  secretary,  then  told  each  group  about  GSNA  educa¬ 
tional  services  and  how  to  utilize  them  to  attract  more  attendance 
at  club  meetings.  Greg  Heim  substituted  for  Chris  Connell  and 
spoke  on  collector-dealer  relationships,  while  Paul  Pfeil  spoke 
on  coin  storage  and  supplies. 


The  highlight  of  the  workshop  eas  the  coin  photography  ses¬ 
sion  chaired  by  Dennis  Tilghman  and  Jim  Brandt.  After  a  brief 
introduction  to  coin  photography,  the  participants  were  looking 
through  the  viewfinder  and  watching  as  pictures  of  coins  and 
papier  money  were  being  snapped.  The  session  emphasized  the 
use  of  lighting  to  achieve  the  optimum  effect  of  relief  on  coins 
and  medals.  Jim  also  revealed  some  of  the  secrets  of  coin 
photography,  while  Dennis  illustrated  these  secrets  via  a  table 
top  slide  show.  At  the  end  of  the  day  everyone  was  looking  at 
the  color  photographs  taken  at  the  workshop,  thanks  to  a  one- 
hour  photo  lab  located  nearby.

COINS  OF  THE  AMERICAS,”  a  daylone 
numismatic  conference  at  The  Newark

A  Major  Gift  of 
Ancient  Coins 

The  Newark  Museum  recently  received 
a  donation  from  Mark  and  Lotte  Salton  of 
one  hundred  and  thirty-five  silver  and 
bronze  coins  of  Classical  Antiquity,  many 
of  them  rare  and  all  of  high  quality.  The 
gift,  offered  “In  Memory  of  Felix  Schless- 
inger,”  marks  a  quantitative  and 
qualitative  advance  for  the  Museum’s 
relatively  sparse  holdings  in  this  area.  The 
single  largest  component  of  the  donation 
consists  of  Roman  Republican  silver  coins 

-  seventy-five  specimens  to  add  to  the 
previous  total  of  forty-five,  many  of  which 
were  acquired  by  John  Cotton  Dana  in 
1912.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Salton  collaborated 
with  the  curator,  Dr.  William  Bischoff,  to 
make  sure  none  of  the  coins  they  offered 
were  duplicates  of  previous  holdings,  with 
the  result  that  the  Museum  now  possesses 
a  virtually  uninterrupted  sequence  of 
Rome’s  silver  coinage  between  about  222 
B.C.E.  and  the  accession  to  power  of  Oc- 
tavian  as  Augustus  in  27  B.C.E. 

The  Salton  Gift  has  made  it  possible,  for 
the  first  time  at  The  Newark  Museum,  to 
follow  the  evolution  of  Roman  Republican 
silver  on  an  almost  unbroken  annual  basis, 
to  study  virtually  every  silver  coin  type  at¬ 
tributed  to  the  Empress  Julia,  and  to  il¬ 
lustrate  in  some  detail  the  money  that  cir¬ 
culated  most  widely  in  the  Mediterranean 
Basin  in  Biblical  days.

NEWS  ITEMS 
AND  PHOTOGRAPHS 
NEEDED  FOR  THE 
JOURNAL 
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TO  PHRASE  A  COIN

According  to  my  favorite 
NUMISMATIC  NEWSpaper,  ten  high¬ 
speed  coining  presses  are  now  on-line  at 
the  Denver  Mint.  Guess  how  many  each 
press  can  knock  out  every  minute?  Give 
up?  Seven  hundred  with  a  single  set  of 
dies.  Hard  to  imagine  that  they  can  make 
quarters  faster  than  my  grandchildren  can 
spend  them  in  an  electronic  arcade.  When 
they  get  all  the  presses  replaced  the  mint 
facilities  will  only  have  to  operate  every 
other  Thursday! 

The  new  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Prin¬ 
ting  plant  in  Forth  Worth,  Texas  is  busy 
grinding  out  those  thirty-two  specimen 
sheets  of  $100  notes,  although  it  may  be 
a  while  before  you  spot  one.  I  checked  my 
wallet  and  found  none  (among  the  several 
dozen  I  had)  that  showed  the  FW  iden¬ 
tification  mark  (below  the  plate  Number 
in  the  lower  right).  The  notes  contain  the 
latest  anti-counterfeiting  devices  to  thwart 
the  bad  guys  and  each  note  costs  the 
Federal  Reserve  about  three  cents.  They 
will  supply  the  three  western  Federal 
Reserve  Districts,  for  now. 

The  Treasury  Department  has  realized 
500  million  dollars  from  the  sale  of  modem 
commemorative  coins,  according  to  Rep. 
Frank  Annunzio,  once  chairman  of  the 
House  Coinage  Committee.  That  should 
pay  the  interest  on  the  National  debt  for 
about  fifteen  minutes.  Latest  goodie  plann¬ 
ed  for  you  is  a  set  of  three  coins  for  the 
World  Cup  Succer  Championships  plann¬ 
ed  for  the  U.S.  (first  time)  in  1994.  I’ll  bet 
you  can  hardly  wait  for  this  one.  The 
recession  (depression?)  has  caused  sales  to 
diminish  with  each  new  shake  of  the  tam¬ 
bourine,  but  the  legislators  go  relentless¬ 
ly.  Why  don't  they  call  them  “fund  raiser’’ 
instead  of  “commemorative?’’  Coin  col¬ 
lectors  I  have  met  at  several  clubs  are  not 
buying  these  sourvenirs  so  I  don’t  know 
where  the  market  is.  If  you  don’t  tell  the 
legislators  what  YOU  want,  they  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  offer  the  same  line  of  pop  trash. 

Do  you  think  silver  will  go  below  $1  on 
the  COMEX?  In  the  days  of  President 
FDR  it  was  selling  for  twenty-two  cents 
an  ounce  (that’s  twenty-two  cents!). 
Platinum  did  well  in  1990  with  a  record 
3.66  million  ounces  sold,  up  5.5  percent 
from  1989,  according  to  Johnson  Matthey 
in  their  “Platinum  1991’’  report. 
Automobile  catalytic  converters  used  1 .52 
million  ounces  and  jewelry  took  1.365 
million  ounces.  It  would  be  wise  to  put 
aside  a  few  100  ounce  ingots  against  the 
“rainy  season.” 


Certified  coins  have  peaked  and  the 
trend  is  straight  down  as  collectors  sell 
their  coins  for  LESS  than  the  fee  they  paid 
for  the  certification.  At  $26  a  pop  and  up 
it  makes  you  wonder  where  the  profit  is 
when  a  slabbed  MS-61  dollar  sells  for  $17. 
It  takes  a  lot  of  creative  bookkeeping  to 
show  a  profit!  Photo-certified  Coin  In¬ 
stitute  of  Chattanooga  will  slab  a  coin  for 
$6.  At  that  price  you  can  afford  to  take 
them  there  on  the  choo-choo. 

All  employees  of  the  U.S.  Mint  have 
been  invited  to  submit  pencil  or  charcoal 
sketches  for  a  proposed  medal  honoring  the 
200th  anniversary  of  the  mint  in  1992. 
When  the  mint  started  in  1792  they  struck 
half-dismes  and  large  cents.  Please,  Mr. 
Mint  Director,  could  us  coin  collectors 
have  a  COIN,  instead  of  a  medal? 


OBITUARY  - 
U.S.  MINT 
BICENTENNIAL 

In  a  recent  Coin  World  article  Spencer 
Peck,  vice  president  of  the  New  Jersey 
Numismatic  Society,  announced  the  death 
of  the  project  to  commemorate  the  U.S.

Maybe 
the  real  reason  for  death  of  the  proposal 
is  that  the  NJNS  proposal  was  for  a  true 
commemorative  coin  for  every  citizen  and 
not  for  a  congressional  “fund  raiser”  that 
would  benefit  a  special  interest  group.
